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TALKING OF SNOW-By Robert Connell 


pyramid are generally towards Jow spreading 
forms as in the Juniper. The cherry-laurel, of 
course, reme'.nds us of our own arbutus with Its 
broad green evergreen leaves. Like the laurel It 
Is a “Mediterranean type” of plant, though thanks 
to our very mild Winters It has spread far up 
our CoMt, but in regions where the snowfall is 
comparatively light. The holly of our gardens, 
although It grows wild In Oreat Britain, has 
tpread from the warmer parts of Europe, and It 
approaches the conifers In Its marked approach 
to-a pyramidal form, due to its strong-growing 
main stems. The .birch Is s good type of the 
deciduous tree, losing Its leaves not by the force 
of the Autumn storm or the advent of frost, but 
by a remarkable adjustment of their own by 
which the leaves when they have completed their 
season's work are neatly and uncompromisingly 


cut off from the parent stem by a thin layer of 
newly developed cork, and that Just as Winter 
comes on apace. The northern trees are. then, 
protected against snow by their form or by their 
habit of dropping their leaves Just before the 
advent of Winter Thus Nature ns she has fol¬ 
lowed two distinct lines of development In the 
conifer and In the deciduous tree has by means 
of a special protective characteristic in each. hA 
necessarily Immediately connected with that end 
or limited to It. enabled thein to withstand with 
a minimum of damage the dangers of excessive 
snow or of those even more destructive “Ice- 
storms” experienced In the east of the continent, 
but unknown to us. In these the falling rain or 
slaet freezes as It reaches the trees and other 
objects till all la sheeted with ice The damage 
done to trees by such a storm la. of course, 
enormous. 


Winter and the weight of heavy snowfalls. Its 
Winter leaflessness is thus a protection to Its 
ilmlM and branches which elae would be apt to 
break under the burden The laurel Is a native 
of Ag^a Minor, where Its broad glossy green leaves 
are admirably suited to the warm dry climate. 
Jt la obviously unsultcd for snowy weather and 
only the fact that we keep It closely pruned In 
our gardens preserves Its branches from breaking 
in times of hesvy snowfall. The conifer has 
evergreen leaves also, but the construction and 
analogy of the tree la such that the great snow¬ 
storms can work It no harm. The pyramid form 
of the tree, lu springy and down-curved branches, 
and the nature of IU neeedle-llke leaves, all tend 
to make the heaviest snow as tnnbcuou* to It as 
“water to a duck's back '* Thu* conifers are the 
trees of the northern temperate tone or of the 
higher elevations, and (he variations from the 


tlon which reveals Itself In so many ways they 
came together, sometimes edge to edge, but also 
not Infrequently grouping themselves like the 
outer strap-shaped flowers Of a daisy about a 
common centre Invisible to us. 

Though no two things can be apparently less 
like than the solid tough “rosette dloiibe' 1 have 
been describing aud the invisible elastic air with 
Its millions ci snowflakes this January day. yet 
there Is another point of resemblance. The snow¬ 
flakes. moving through the air under gravity and 
the alr-ourrenU. are not unlike the felspar 
crystals In an igneous rock while It la liquid.* 
They, too. are then In motion and are often 
strung out In slender bands to which their longer 
side* are parallel. This gives rise to what is 
known as “flow-structure" in the cooled rock, 
and if It were possible to solidify the air with IU 


crystals of snow their halted fall would appear as 
a kind of flow-structure marking not only their 
downward descent but the movimcnU of the air 
also. IU currenu and whirls and eddlee. 


A 8 X git before my typewriter I look out 
at a real Winter landscape. The air is 
full of descending snowflakes. It Is 
hard to realise as they fall so softly 
and noiselessly that they ajre clusters 
of beautifully crystallised Ice. delicate six-rayed 
a tan visible under a magnifying glass If yeu are 
quiek enough to catch them, for the warmth of 
the hand seu up a rapid thaw movement in which 
their symmetry swiftly vanishes.

They were soon forced to a stand and a 
furious digging of pita on the plain 
with their heavy buffalo knives for pro- 1 
tec tlon against the ml sal lea of the foe. j 
Koomlnakoos alone, outdistancing his 
pursuers on his fast horse, escaped. 

The boy galloped on as rapidly a* 
his mount could carry him. and agsin 
good fortune smiled on the youngster, 
for he rode straight into a second and 
much larger .pot party of hla own tribe 
Informing them In a few quick words 
of the plight of the others, he wheeled 
and raced back at their head to the. 

After 
a short battle the Blockfeet were driven 
off. 

Thus Koomlnakoos became the savior 
of hla first war party, a party he had 
adopted, since It had refused sum¬

As 
yecently as 1883 Cree and Blackfoot 
fought each other, and while the old 
men of either tribe still delight to boast 
of their battles and personal prowess, 
since the eetUement by white men of 
ttfelr common domsin they hnve. per- 
foroe. abandoned their hostile activi¬ 
ties and their racial feud is rapidly be¬ 
coming a memory only 

In the 'filties, however, the story Is 
a different one. snd I shall relate a 
few of thalr warlike exploits to Illus¬ 
trate the bitterness that prevailed be¬ 
tween the tribe* when first I came to 
the country In 18S4 and for many years 
afterward.

Wasteful merchandis¬ 
ing. ruinous competition and “separata 
habits" have been blamed Now that 
one big corporation stands ready to 
absorb th* small mills. It la felt that 
the cotton Industry—England’s biggest 
—has got out of the woods and can 
face vigorous foreign competition. 

Difficulties with the London banks 
have been smoothed over by mutual 
concession and compromise. The banks 
have been the biggest creditors of the 
cotton mills ever since the collapse of 
the post-war boom In 1820 Under the 
Influence of the Bank of England, thsee 
banka have inow agreed to accept in¬ 
come debenture* of the new corpora¬ 
tion on an agreed basis. The new di¬

Theory,** which will leave the pi 
soon, reduces to one formula the basic 
laws of relativistic mechanics and of 
electricity, according to Hans Relchen- 
bsch. a professor In Berlin University, 
who has made a special study of Ein¬ 
stein's manuscript. 

According to the new theory, says 
Dr Relchenbsch. there Is only one 
substance, namely, "the field.” and 
only one universal physical law. The 
field oontelna electric and gravitational 
components, all of which are linked 
Into one single formula. Einstein, says 
the professor, is able to show that all 
existing physical laws can be derived 
from this universal formula. This 
means subordination of the former 
separated sphere# under one higher 
law. 

The new formula accomplishes much 
more, according to Profeeaor Relchen- 
bach. It describee the existing theory 
of separated systems as s special oase. 
and gives new Information about the 
relation of gravitation and electricity 
In more complicated field*. Therefor*, 
the new theory Is of more than only 
formal significance. It proves the ex¬ 
istence of the influence of gravitation 
on electrical proce s ses, and vice versa. 

Dr Relchenbsch. however, says that 
It appears to be an open question 
whether It will be possible to solve with 
the aid of the new theory the riddles 
of the quantum theory, which Itself la 
s peculiar amalgamation of mechanic 
nnd electric hypot h eses. Dr. Relchen- 
bach adds:

Acted For God, 
Says Ex-Kaiser 

Wilhelm, Formerly of Ger¬ 
many, Publishes New Book 
on "My Ancestors” 

Only Might Creates Right and 
Nations Must Arm. He 
Declares 

Berlin, Feb. 3—The guiding theory 
of the Hohenxollerns in ruling the 
1 alien Oerman Empire was to act “ae 
plain administrators of God’s will,” ac¬ 
cording to the statement of the former 
Kaiser Wilhelm, in hie new book, “My 
Ancestors." Just made public. 

The volume, which contains 264 
pages written by the former Kaiser la 
exile at Doom, was Intended as a gift 
to bis wife on the occasion of Wilhelm’s 
seventieth birthday. The manuscript 
reveaWthat the entire volume was 
written by the former Kaiser. 

REFERS TO TREATY 

"My Ancestors" refers to a treaty 
whlcb the United States signed with 
the Prussian King. Frederick the 
Great, after the declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence. asserting that one clause la 
the treaty provided that private for¬ 
tunes should not be affected in cast 
of war The former Kaiser allege* 
that the late Woodrow Wilson, a* Presi¬ 
dent of the United Stitea. broke tbk 
pact without notice, "Upon hla suc¬ 
cessors is the duty to make good this 
serious offence to American national 
honor." Wilhelm writes, “which must 
br done to the fullest extent." 

The Kaiser's personal wealth was 
confiscated after the war. although 
recently the South African court* 
award** him certain claim* to prop-! 
erty which had been held before the 
war separate from the Hohenzollcrn 
wealth. 

The theory of the “divine right of 
kings” enters prominently Into the 
volume, which reveals the Hoheneol- 
lems as “ordinary" persona, some of 
them good and some of them. In th* 
ex-Kalser's opinion, bad. Throughout 
the volume he asserts that piety and 
responsibility towards the Dlety were 
characteristics of the German Royal 
Family. 

POLITICAL REMARK* 

Political remark* of the seventy- 
year-old exile are interspersed through¬ 
out the story of the Hohencollem*. In¬ 
cluding one discussion of the futile 
attempts of the elector Oeorge Williams 
to save Brandenburg from thirty years 
of war and turmoil. 

"Diplomacy." aay* the author. In 
commenting on William, “la only ef¬ 
fective 41 there le a nation in arms be¬ 
hind It. ready to enforce Its will." 

Again he aay*. 

"Notwithstanding good diplomacy, 
only might create* respect for the In¬ 
terests of one nation by other nations." 

In the last sentence of hie volume, 
the former Kaiser expresses the wish 
that hla father** motto. "Fearless and 
faithful." should be borne In the mem¬ 
ory and heart of the Oerman nation. 

"Without these two qualities.” he 
says. "Germany la bound to perish." 

The book was written between May 
and November 8, 1828. and coincided 
—perhaps accidentally—with the tenth 
anniversary of the Oerman revolution 
and Wilhelm's flight from hla coun¬ 
try. I

W HY Is It that clergymen are such fre¬ 
quent figure# In modern fiction and 
medical doctors so few? 

Surely It cannot be because . the 
are riot qualified to flv into she 
pages of the novel, for to my mind the, medi¬ 
cal men puis on romance with hla dnllji wear 
lie carries In his breast secrets which, if lie were 
to divulge half of them, would set by the ears 
the community tu which he llvq*. He never 
knows at what moment of the day or night he 
Btay be summoned to set fractured limbs, to per- 
form an emergency operation, to investigate some 
ebecure disease or to commence s long vigil at 
the bedside of a aide child. To fight a duel 
with death la second nature to him; to move 
In the atmosphere of drama, sometimes comedy, 
te his almost dally experience. in short, whst 
profsmton can a man enter which brings him 
into closer touch with human lives, or into more 
gripping situations, more difficult problems and 
mors intriguing mysteries'* Why is it. then, that 
so faw makers of fiction have passed by the 
general practitioner or surgeon * 

I fancy that tht snswar is that romanticists 
_ ere shy about introducing medical men into their 
•torlea because they feel that to do justice to 
the doctor they would have to have a pretty 
thorough knowledge of such subject* a* anatomy, 
medical Jurisprudence. internal, medicine and 
surgery. Writers of detective stories, it is true, 
bring in s doctor to give evidence st an inquest. 
Austin Freeman has created a super-detective, and 
at the same time a very human person. In his 
Or. Thomdyke. but in the ordinary novel when 
a madlcal man is introduced he is delineated very 
•ketchily. 

A DOCTOR WIIO DEPICTS DOCTORS 

The Ideal thing la for a doctor novelist to de¬ 
pict men of his own profession in his stories 
This has Just been done very successfully by 
Francis Brett Young, who for many years has 
practioed medicine in the English Midland* In 
“My Brother Jonathan” he has given us s whole 
cluster of doctors, half a dosen of them, for one 
of the features of his story i* io show the re¬ 
lationship. friendly or the rsvarse. which exists 
between different members of the profession Nor 
must my readers think that Doctor Brett Young 
Is more uaed^to handling a clinical thermometer 
than a pen. He has found time in the course of a 
busy lift to write fifteen novels, \hres volumes of 
•soellent verse and two works of a general na¬ 
ture. There are doctors in some of his previous 
stories; In fact, one of them is entitled "The 
Young Physician ” That Dr. Young stands high 
among ©ontemporary English novelists is seen in 
the fact that Hii novel. “Portrait of Clare," was 
proclaimed a masterpiece by the London critics 
and gained for It* author th* James Tilt Black 
Memorial Prise for the best English novel of 
1937 . 

JONATHAN TAKE* OVER 
MAMMON D*8 PRACTICE 

And now Dr. Young has glvsn us full-lsugih 
portraits of two doctors and fairly complete 
sketches of their competitor*. Jonathan Dakers is 
the hero: old Doctor IJammond. whose practice 
he bought In the factory town of Wedneaforo. 
Is a near-hero, and hit daughter. Rachel, is the 
heroine. The three characters are limned with 
consummate art. I do not know when I have read 
a novel in which I have felt ao convinced that 
I have been In contact with creatures of flesh 
and blood as In the portrayal of this trio. While 
the author is not as successful in giving this 
impression regarding what we might call the sub¬ 
sidiary characters, especially the hero's father, 
mother and brother, who seem to me too fantastic 
to be real, nsverthelese the other doctors in the 
town. Craig. Monaghan and Lucas, are well done. 
If sketchy, everything they say holds the reader * 
wide-awake interest. Tor the plot Of this atory 
turns upon young Dr. Jonathan’s tremendous 
struggle to build up Dr. Hammond* practice, 
which, by a campaign of lies and deceit, had been 
undermined by Dr. Craig, who. with his partner 
an Irishman named Monaghan, practically 
monopolised space In the municipal hospital and 
had all the better-class business Craig felt ao 
sure in hi* entrenched position that he had only 
Jears for the athletic-looking young graduate who 
had come to take over old Hammond » practice. 
Little did the haughty Craig dream that In a 
few years the newcomer would bast him at every 
turn in the war between them and at last be the 
idol of the town.- 

THE RIVALRY RET WEAR DOCTOR* 

In large titles professional Jsalousy is not ao 
pronounced as in amaller places, but everyone who 
has lived la a country town knows something of 
the rivalry that exists between medic*! men. 1 
have known tha two leading doctor* in a country 
town in Ontario—good fellows they were, too— 
to be eo envenomed against each other that they 
would not speak even when they met in church. 
Doctors are marks for the shaft* of ignorant 
gossip, and this same gpsalp, unless they refuse 
to. believe any tittle-tattle, often poisons their 
minds against each other When a family turns 
wool to one doctor and calls in his rival. It takas 
a very broad-minded man to rise above a feel¬ 
ing of dislike and distrust toward# a brother-in¬ 
arms. Now, one,jof the chief motive* of this 
Story, in the relation of the feud between Dakers 
and Craig, springs from the triumph of Craig 
w*«r Hammond and the lalter’s hatred of his 
supplanter and desire for vengeance. It la the 
grim but honest old Doctor Hammond who stand* 
behind Dakers and cheers him on in his battle; 
ngftllfT to say. th* black-haired, biaek-eyed 
Rachel, who has long acted as her fathers 
dispenser, and continues to do this same work for 
Wr. Jonathan, has her part to play in what 
rapidly becomes a dramatic confliet. one of the 
chief incidents of which Is the dethronement 
of Qraig as the boss of tbs hospital 

EMERGENCY OPERATION 
ON A SICE CHILD 

One of the moat interesting cases in which 
Dr. Jonathan figured, the one which led to his 
successful Invasion of tbe hospital, was that of 
a child whose parent* lived m a tumble-down, 
insanitary tenement which Dr. Oralg. the .medi¬ 
cal health officer, should have condemned se 
unfit for human habitation. Craig had refused 
to do so,, however, because one of hi* wealthy 
patient*, a big employer of labor In the town. 
«r** the ownsr It was in a alum room tn this 
pest-house that Dr Jonathan found a sick child 


but could see no trace of dlptheratlc serum. Fbar- 
lng that it would develop, however, he drove to 
the next town to procure some anti-toxin, as the 
town druggist, a morphine addict, had forgotten 
to order a new supply.

The Egyptian Enigma. 1990-1924,” by J. E, 
Marshall, late Judge In the Egyptian Court of 
Appeal, is s sober snd dispassionate survey, re¬ 
lieved by touches of humor end s little cynicism, 
of a changing political and social scene Mr 
Justice Marshall, because of th* position be held, 
snd perhaps even more because he has spent 
nearly forty years of his life as a prominent mem¬ 
ber of Judicial and social circles In Egypt, is 
able to glva an account of Egyptian affairs which 
is alike intimate and attractive.

I T was s hundred year# ago on New Year’s Day 
since Sir Walter Scott. In a preface to a ‘new 
edition, acknowledged the authorship of the 
Waverley Novel*, e, responsibility Which he had 
previously emphatically denied, thus setting for 
poeterlty one of the standard problem# in equivo¬ 
cation. • 

The author's excuse was his dislike to be known 
as an author—a profession not then so dignified 
tn the social sense as it Is to-day. Distaste for 
the acknowledgement of authorship was not un¬ 
common in Scott's day, and It was shared by both 
Jane Austen and Charlotte Bronte, both of whom 
published anonymously or under a pseudonym in 
the first instance, but the personality of “Cuirer

ANOTHER PUBLISHER’S 
LIFE IS LAID BARE 


P UBLISHERS are coming into their own this'' 
year Not long ago we had the auto¬ 
biography of J M. Dent, snd s week or two 
mo * brief biographical sketch of the late Wil¬ 
liam Heine maim, written by Mr Whyte, with con¬ 
tributions by many friend* of the publisher 

It Is an interesting but not a very satisfactory 
book—interesting because Mr. Helnemann was 
probably the mod distinguished publisher of hla 
own day. unsatisfactory b ecaus e Mr. Whyte has 
choaen to let hie contributors speak for them¬ 
selves instead of weaving what they have told him 
into a coherent narrative. And some of the con¬ 
tributions tell rather of their own feelings and 
thslr own doings than of Hrtnamann. 

But. nevertheless, th# book .has real value. 
It pasees in partial review the more notable 
triumphs of a publisher of genius, give* odd 
little sidelights upon hu character, and does some¬ 
thing to reveal to the general public what are 
the risks arid trials of a little-appreciated else# 
of men. Publishing is not all profit, as we are 
sometimes bidden to believe, snd authors are 
kittle cattle Mr Whyte shows that Mr. Helna- 
menn was tf kittle as any author; snd some of 
his contributors (by no means all I add Interesting 
detail# for which we are grateful 

It was not as hard a struggle as that of Mr. 
Dent, but It waa quite as hazardous; and the 
great Helnemann business se it exists to-day could 
only have grown from such small beginnings under 
the guidance of a man of rare quality and in¬ 
sight. We catch glimpses of such a man in Mr: 
Whyte’s book, and his personal work 1* excellent 
in taste and appreciation

Poetry Is so unpopul*r v that the statistician* have 
not bothered to compute the number of new 
publications In verse. The months of the year 
in Which moat books appear in England are Oc¬ 
tober, November and March. Last year the figure* 
for these month* were as follows; October.

Of iat# the novelist* hav* been inclined mors 
snd more to the restriction of characters snd th* 
shortening of their stories They like to tell 
the story of their hero's life and to treat him 
to psycho-analysis a* they record the Incident* 
in hla career and the progress of his Ideas. On 
the other hand, the biographers of to-day are 
copying th# novelist# by injecting more than a 
<te»h of imagination snd any amount of colorful 
description .into thair serious “lives.” Lytton 
Sireehey haa established a school in the new 
style and two of his famous imitators are Phillip 
Guedella and Andre Maurois Strachey's new 
study of Queen Elizabeth and her relations with 
Essex will probably have a far greater aa.e than 
that of any novel recently issued, for this artist 
seems to be ix popular as Macaulay ones was.

How hard it would- be to 
keep his self-imposed task ha never realised until 
he found himself hungry, dirty, wet and cold, 
on* of the unemployed In the ranks of the un¬ 
skilled. Mr Lawrence's account of th* people lie 
met. th* friends ha made, of hi# work and his 
sufferings, le an absorbing piece of realism.

It was a wonderful house, on a magnifi¬ 
cent site on Long Island, built and furnished by 
a young architect of genius for a middle-aged 
American millionaire and hla young wife. They, 
however, never lived In it, and the house claims 
its first victim* Heavy misfortune fall* upon 
th* second wealthy owners; but the tragedy the 
second tenants so narrowly escaped comes upon 
the third buyers of the house The final tragedy 
la that of the house Itself and the strange butter 
so devoted to It. To many readers the Idea that

The news of thq tragic death of Mis* Elinor 
Wylie in New 'York has been received with con- 
vernation in London, where she made a long visit 
last Bupimer She came of New England stock 
snd was proud of It; her poetry reflect* the pride 
A volume entitled “Trivial Breath." recently is¬ 
sued by Alfred Knopf, contains many beautiful 
■nd fantastic expressions of her love of home¬ 
land and ancestry. But in England Miss Wylie 
was known to a far wider circle of readers by 
her exquisitely-written novel. ''The Venetian Olsss 
Nephew." and her fantasy of Shelley, than by her 
vara# She once expressed disappoint men; at 
this, but It was an experience shared by George 
Meredith snd Thomas Hardy. 


"The Man Who Was s King, s film scenario 
by H. O Wells, written in the form of a narra¬ 
tive and a* long as an ordinary novel, is expected 
from Messrs. Benn tn the early Spring. The scenes 
shift with lightning speed from the board room 
of an American industrial corporation to tn* 
Foreign Office In London; thence to the oapltei 
of Agrarla. a small Balkan kingdom where revolu¬ 
tion Is stirring and threatening to pet th* world 
alight once more; and so to th* study of a king 
of a neighboring state—tbe king who gives th* 
title to the book.

solemnity Don't let It scare you. The book Is. 
above all. living Or. rather. Sergeant Grischa te 
a living man. lie breathes and moves and sup 
. fers as though he were in the room with ytSvju 
and looks st you out* of eyes as living as your 
own. I cannot now. as 1 write, think of any 
scene In a book which ever brought to me a 
mpre inevitable sens* of reality than the march 
out to Grischa s execution. Hardened reader that 
I am.

Orischa roaring drunk, tricked 
out Uka a carnival figure, amusing and disgust¬ 
ing the officers by the frank outpouring of hte 
Russian soul, Orischa carefully sharing out hte 
possessions, digging bis grave, marching to execu¬ 
tion. these are scenes which can leave no one un¬ 
moved ” 

. Dr. Canby'a review of the book follows: 

“Orischa was only a Russian peasant, a big 
blond* man with pale blue eyes, and a simple 
heart full of dumb spiritual searchings as natural 
to him as the motives of the flesh. Not a saint: 
how could a soldier be s saint who had bayonetted 
and bombed, and begotten a child on Bebka. the 
outlaw girl who saved him when he was lost in 
th* great forest escaping from the German prison 
camp to get home i to hte family? 861 a per¬ 
sonality. a kind of symbol uf the good heart of 
a simple man. so that the Germans In hts second 
prison called him affectionately the Ruaaky. and 
he. too. began to understand that men. even 
Germans, were usually all rtght. even If In 1917 
thf Devil did rule the world. 

“But he had taken tbe name and attributes 
of a dead man when he escaped and under 
that name he waa Judged by Ronanakl. th* hu¬ 
mans gsnehstrst of the division, to be guilty 
of espionage and therefore death. So far. In spite 
of being Orischa -that everyone liked, he waa only 
a Russian prisoner, a mere louse among thousands 
that were dying daily somewhere But now it 
appeared that he waa not guilty after all. His 
identity was established. The judgment was to 
be reversed. General Van Lyehow. the Junker 
general of the division, was interested. Orischa 
waa going to br saved. But it had come before 
General Bchteffenxahn. responsible for German 
morale Though the man was clearly innocent, 
he must die for disciplinary reasons. The state 
was more important than the individual Justice 
was merely the need of the state— 

“And so this ripple In a forest band, when 
the utterly unimportant Orischa escapes from 
the prison camp, escaped from the lnyx and 
starvation In th# forest, spreads slowly with the 
ominous power of a deep wav® moving, until th# 
division, the Eastern Front. Oennany, Russia, the 
Hebrew elders prophesying a new dispensation, 
the German soldiers wearying of a hell Imposed 
upon them by caste and das*, tit# simple Russian 
peasants awake at last to personal injustice, con¬ 
science. public opinion, the old conflict between 
might and right, are all Involved, and swell what 
was at first only a story of war adventure into 
a book that, like Tolstoy’s “War and Peace." be¬ 
comes an interpretation of a changing world. 

"Arnold Zwelg is a young man. not to b« con¬ 
fused with the well-known Stefan Zwelg. This 
is his first appearance in English, perhaps his first 
important appearance in Oerman. There is nothing 
rhetorical, nothing epical in the style of his story; 
which is so simple In its narrative and so happy 
in its sympathetic character studies, that the 
breadth of hla plan snd the scop* ot bis story 
com* by surprise, as if s news story of a day 
had become by imperceptible sequence the theme 
for a year's discussion. 

"For an American reader the book has the 
great advantage of entire freshness. Thla la an 
aspect, not merely of the war. but of life in the 
bitter decade of which 1917 was the centre, that 
has never been given to us. These characters 
and portraits of liberals and militarists, of Ger¬ 
mans organising a new empire, of outlaws living 
in the Dork Ages In vast forests, of dissensions 
in philosophy and practice, hopes and Ideals, 
among the Oerman Conqueror*, are sharper than 
any we knew. It 1s immensely Informative, if 
you could leave this book at that. But you can¬ 
not. for the story of Orischa dominate* the world 
theme. His pathos—it is too human* for tragedy 
—is somehow the significant element to which 
Schieffenxahn (he Is said to be Ludendorff), shap¬ 
ing his empire, the great Industrialists, the diplo¬ 
mats. even the unveiling of intense souls in men 
able to ask what Ilfs means at such a time and 
give an intelligent answer, are subordinated, as 
history always must be to the actual drams of s 
single man. For not in men. but In a man. ir 
to be found the answer to* questions raised by 
philosophy. 

"One can say without danger of exaggeration 
that 'Grischa' te s remarkable book, touching, in¬ 
tensely Interesting, significant, a document In 
humanism, sad a dram* which is both comedy 
snd tragedy.”

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CONNELL EXPLORES HISTORY OF GRAVEL PIT AT COLWOOD

T HERE vu division among the clouds. 
High up the sea fog waa rolling In from 
the ocean before a westerly wind, while 
below Blew a norther, bringing flurrtee of 
•now and an Arctic coolness. 

U waa 4 day inviting to brisk and hearty 
exercise, and looking for an objective I decided on 
the Coeat. since the hills were still white with the 
last alight touch of Winter. Jack’s Stage waited 
for the last passenger outside the Public Library, 
and I was the last. The Inside of a stage la apt 
to be a little like the "foreboot" of the Muggleton 
coach that bore Mr. Pickwick and hie friends to 
Dlngley Dell for Christmas, with Its “huge cod¬ 
fish'* and "half dozen barrels of real native 
oysters, all the property of Mr. Pickwick . . . 
arranged in order at the bottom of the recep¬ 
tacle." Before the folding seat can be pulled 
from Its recess there are parcels to be moved and 
readjusted, and even through the wrapping paper 
the imagination can anticipate the savory odor of 
Sunday s dinner. It la evident that the thought¬ 
ful-looking little boy on hla mother's khee tastes 
the spice of high adventure In this Saturday ex¬ 
cursion. for hla observant eye la on everything 
and everybody Hard It la.

- ence comes, and the degree of Its charm is not 
measured by our grown-up standards. Jack's

the telegraph, and Douglas Street can thrill as 
acutely as Yonge ptreet or the Briggste 

We are off and along Road, the 

Wlntrlnead of the accne increasing as we go. The 
brown stems of dead bracken still stand up. 
browner than ever among the snow. 8 now in 
the air as well as by the rosdaldc. snow that turns 
the landscape Into a soft greyness and blots out 
completely the familiar but more distant land¬ 
marks. The arbutus trees look like exotic* so 
little does their bright verdure match the pre¬ 
vailing grey and white. Passengers wilting for 
the fn-bound bus stand shivering by the road, 
looking with pardonable longing at the cars that 
rush past, their drivers watching keenly the slip¬ 


pery surface before them. At Hyde Park comer 
I leave the stage and follow the Albert Head road 
' as far ae the further end of Hadley Park fence. 
Here a path turns off to the left and towards the 
sea. 

ROYAL ROAD* 

My course runs through the woods, but It la 
not a forest of the ordinary Pacific Coast type. 
Instead of a solid phalanx of tlpiber mostly of 
one age there are here at least two clearly defined 
generations. First come the forest patriarchs, 
hugr Douglas firs from whose great girthed 
trunks spring branches larger than many trees. 
In one Instance I counted three such branches 
from the stem at a height of six or eight feet 
from the ground, each of which after a short 
horizontal outgrowth had turned upwards to form 
a vertical trunk rivalling the parent. In addi¬ 
tion there were other branches of smaller size, 
though even these would have been treated re¬ 
spectfully in an Ontario forest of to-day. These 
old giants of Colwood are more or less sur¬ 
rounded by a very much younger generation of 
trees. Douglas and balsam firs, probably all well 
under a hundred years In age. 


The trail passes from snow to* bare ground 
and back to snow, not because there has been any 
partiality in distribution, but because nowhere 
Is there any snow beneath the trees. Single ones 
are marked by circular bare patches and where 
the smaller trees are numerous and* close broad 
Open spaces are seen. Prom the flat upper sur¬ 
face of Colwood Plains there la a gradual slope 
to the low ground bordering the sea, and here In 
a cutting by the road, now Joined by the trail, 
you can see the gravels of the old delta lying 
above the interglacial clay Observation shows 
that the ancient Colwood river laid down 1U 
waste material In a wide basin cut In the de¬ 
posits of the earlier period of glacial retreat. 
This Colwood river headed away up the present 
Ooldstream valley and was in no way related to 
those supposititious streams that have been 
credited with a course across from the main¬ 
land, and that have been likewise credited .with 
the causation of some quite modern phenomena 
such as the glacial pot-holes of Esquimau 

On the flanks of the slope and on the flat 
below sppWtrthg-WIiF *EW alder 'TKe'lalteTon - 
thla chill Wintry day shows what aesthetic effects 
can be produced by a leafless tree, Its bare trunk 
and slender branches and branchlets with their 
myriads of pendulous catkins forming a soft 
brown lacework against the changing greys of 
the sky* Varied thrushes are flitting about, and 
a solitary flicker. Here are cosy cottages of per-* 


msnent Inhabitancy, and here too are*cots from 
whose roofs no hospltabU smoke rises In the Win¬ 
ter Some along the shore ore but skeletons, 
doomed to shiver and rattle In the gale till Bum¬ 
mer comes when foj a brief period "they wlU be 
clothed and garnished and made to echo wlfh 
youthful voices and laughter. In one qf these I 
find a slight shelter from the wind as I eat a 
hurried lunch. From the doorless opening I look 
out on Royal Roads where once the romanoe of 
the windjammer centred on thla coast, a place, in 
Captain Walbron's words, “much frequented by 
shipping, be lug a convenient and free rendezvous 
for vessels seeking freight or waiting orders." 
Twenty years ago or so It was.rarely devoid of one 
or more barques or ships whose red hulls rising 
above the water told of their frelght-deklrlng 
emptiness of hold. A fascinating history Is that 
of these craft of the old days before masts dis¬ 
appeared and funnels became dummies. Mean¬ 
time look out at the changing scene. The Wash¬ 
ington coast Is completely out of right, and the 
horizon of the water is a thin ribbon of blue- 
bjack.' Victoria is a misty hlU against which the 
square and lofty tower of the elevator rises -like 
the symbol of a new era. The Trial Islands art 
elevated and transfigured by mirage till they have 
little more than the unsubetantiallty of clouds. 
Esquimau as being nearer than Victoria Is a 
darker shade of grey but nothing jnore . Even 
the lighthouse at the harbor entrance is invtslbln 
in the snow-bearing wind. Away to the right 
Albert Head peeps from behind the gaunt skele¬ 
ton of a gravel-pit trestle The sea la grey, 
monotonously so. and at the edge of the waves 
where a line of foam marks their bound lies a 
long bank of brown sand piled up by wind and 
current and drawn from the gravel-plU yonder 
Those waifs and strays of the sea. the logs strewn 
along the beach, are between tide-marks yellow 
•nd red. but higher up where the snow still lies 
between the interstices caused by their brassing 
snd confusion their color Is slaty grey. Then 
suddenly the scene changes. Out cornea the aun 
for a brief moment and In the distance beyond 
and to the left of Albert Head~ « rtppHng line of 
pale gold marks where its beams strike the sea. 
Dark patches of cloud detach themselves and with 
ragged and frayed edges scud before the north 
wind. And suddenly the lighthouse stands up 
likr a column^of 'gleaming WnU "K g B g" IT W " 
harbor mouth of Esquimau Every few minutes 
thus the scene changes, now flooded with strange 
light, now darkened with a solemn gloom, -while 
ever high above the sea-birds pass like moving 
•pecks across the field of flying snd opposing 
cloud. ^A marine painter might easily get In¬ 
spiration or at least suggestion for many a picture 


of the wild and colorful Interplay of sea and sky 
from such a January day by Royal Roads. 

AN ARTIFICIAL FLOOD-PLAIN 

As the gravel-pits are approached the plains 
approach nearer the shore until they are but a 
short distance back and begin to show signs of 
the precipitous-character of a sea-attacked coast. 
Into^this wall-like face some 200 feet high the 
two gravel and sand companies have excavated 
far. but while the elder company has cut a broad 
opening towards the sea so that Its pit forms a 
huge crescent of which the shore la the chord, the 
more northern operations ere approached by a 
narrow valley-.like opening from which their pit 
opens broadly. Clambering under the. trestle- 
work of the neArer plant I go on to the further, 
which now presents t& the view a mountain of 
sand at high water line. The log-strewn shore 
brings one past a row of cabins and finally ’to a 
very Interesting artificial delta. Interesting be¬ 
cause It reproduces on a small scale features that 
the great delta of Colwood Plains must have at 
one time possessed. Imagine a broad expanse of 
fine sand, approaching mud in Ita fineness in¬ 
deed. so flat that the direction 04 Its slope is 
more apparent from 1 U relation to the sea than 
from anything the eye Immediately perceives, and 
imagine this expanse traversed by numbers of 
stream beds of varying sizes and depth* but all 
plainly related. to. each other and forming In¬ 
dividual parts of a great branching system. In 
other word* a river or rivers and tributaries. 
True, the rivers are for the time being dry. but 
that fact only enables ^one to see the more easily 
the whole anatomy of-this small flood-plain The 
cliffs that overhang the streams where cutting- 
back Is proceeding rapidly: the screes below their 
walls; tiie little valleys In which the river at 
lower water meanders from side to aide: all is 
JUst what you snd I might have seen If we could 
have looked out over the mouth of poet-glacial 
Colwood River when the upper level of these 
r lifted sands and gravels lay exposed during some 
temporary cessation of the stream's full force, 
"as in the Autumn when- the fros t s began to .re¬ 
train again the waters discharged from the 
melting ice.

The mountain of sand Is partly also of gravel, 
for the material excavated by water-power from 
the pits above la sifted and screened mechani¬ 
cally in a quicker and more thorough way, but at 
bottom In the manner of the old hand-sieve 
days. But there Is another ingredient not of com¬ 
mercial use. but bulking large In the pits and 


abopt tbelr seaward base; the boulders. And to ' 
make one s way Up to the pit bottom requires the. 
negotiating of piles of these “hardheads." and 
when the pit Itself Is reached mounds of them 
are ev erywhere encountered. In fact. I should 
think that the getting or keeping of them out of 
the way must be one of the continual problems 
of gravel-pit working. They are a curious lot. 
as mixed as a crowd of many nationalities, where, 
in spite of personal peculiarities and ldosyqcra- 
.„alea. you may separate the individuals ultimately 
into a number of distinct classes. There are some 
that attract attention out of all proportion to 
their numbers or intrlnalo Interest, such as the 
dark rusty brown sandstones that exfoliate or 
break up Into a series of concentric layer* much 
as the leaf-base layers of an onion. There are 
tough black and white dlorite* often with great 
blades of green-black hornblende, snd speckled 
granite* green andesites twisted snd spotted with 
crystal-filled alr-cavltles. and reddish breccias, 
and brown conglomerates; great chunks of white 
quartz, often stained with iron, and pieces of 
veined rock where the sharp and tiny teeth of 
crystals line the cavities. Here are porphyries 
with white prisms and lavas With clustered 
needle* prisms snd needles alike of felspar. 
Among the “hhardheada* are some not met with 
In gravel-pits further to the east, such as at 
Mount Tolrale or the smaller ones about 
Mount Douglas, or up the Saanich peninsula. 
They are fragments of the Leech River 
Uates. dark grey, more or less easily split¬ 
ting rock, often cut by quartz. Considering the 
comparative softness of the rock one wonders 
there are as many as "there are. but. of course, 
they had only to travel a few miles from their 
home up the Ooldstream valley. 

The large number of boulders seems out of all 
. proportion to what can be seen In the cliffs sbove. 
but on the other hand the boulders bear a very 
•mall proportion to the enormous amount of sand 
and gravel taken from the pits. I dont know 
how It strikes the Operator of a pit. but to me 
the beds look wonderfully uniform, their bedded 
character being due largely to the layers of pure 
-gravel. This eveuness of charactw. has led to 
uholber'Interesting feature. The uppearanoe of 
the pits Is extraordinarily like that of a well- 
eroded area of sedimentary rocks, such as Is found 
nr districts- wtnFrgg roa ghT-WTw u t e rr on l y by-tor-— 
reutlal rains. The precipitous walls, the gashes 
in their rides, the steep screes, the long heaps of 
boulder* the knife-edged' summits of the un¬ 
touched remnant* between pits, all take one back 
to the Bad Lands of some part* of our western 
prairies. The similarity Is also borne out in the 
scant vegetation, though not in Its character. A 


few diminutive grasses, sheep - sorrel, and th# 
silvery leaves , of the common little blue lupine, 
are the only higher plants visible In the newer 
pits, and in the older pits mosses are abundant. 

At the head of one of these disused plia 1 found 
a number of small Douglas fir trees, from a foot 
to half a dozen feet high, chiefly In little gulche* 

In the gravel, and healthy only theft. Two .or 
three arbutus treellugs were struggling and with 
success, and there was an abundance of that lover 
of light soils, Abe broom. 

LEAF-HTREWN GLEN* 

Returning I crossed the head of the gravel Dlf 
to the north and saw thus from above Its round 
form and narrow exit. The plains and the sloped 
below are alike covered with short grass and In 
places the scattered firs are , replaced by small 
oaks of uncertain age. Especially do they grow 
where the edge of the plain is broken by a glen 

descending to the lower ground These chsrmto#- 

depreaslons—O* shallow valleys are all relics of 
older land form* of gulltes cut In the sea front 
long years ago, not by the gravel-pit worker, but 
by the forces of Nature. Just as the gentle slope# 
are formed from the debrta of the old and re* 
treating cliffs. To-dny they are carpeted with th# 
warm brown of fallen oak leaves through which, 
in spite of Winter rains, the foot still rustles as - 
It passes through: such Is the oak. leaf** resistance 
tp weather, thanks to its drought-real s ting 
texture. It I m% veritable “en-tout-cae.** good fOf 
aun or rain, equally resistant to both. Leisurely 
walking across the tree-dotted level I came a# 
last to the road, ft was too early for the stage, 
so I plodded on towards Craigflower. keeping U> 
the margin of the roadway as much as possible, 
since passing cars have a habit of coming un¬ 
comfortably close to the pedestrian. This pfW» 
meant crunching one's way through the snow, 
as it It were veritable Winter that reigned and 
not a trifling aberi’atlon from our normal mild¬ 
ness. At Craigflower. after encountering more 
than the light snow showers of the earlier part of 
the day. I took refuge from the biting wind In the 
little store, Wo await the arrival of the Oorge bus, 
but when It did come the driver must have bee* 
furiously in a hurry or sadly behind tuny, for 
before 1 could get outside the door he had turned 
and was rapidly gone citywards. 80 off X went 
--for-the O orge car-along that-switchback ptecb~uf 
the Craigflower Road from the bridge to Tllllcum 
Road. Crunch, crunch, want the snow under 
foot, snd down came the snowflakes In true goose- 
plucking style, ap that I was not sorry when I 
arrived at the corner almost simultaneously with 
the car and found a comfortable refuge from the 
storm-

The flowers of 
Madeira, the resorts of the BX vtera, the 
bygone glories of Rome and Jerusalem, 
the antiquities of Egypt and its Nile, 
the mystery and color of India, the 
wondrous TsJ Mahal and the mighty 
Himalayas; Ceylon, original Oarden of 
Eden, "where spicy breeass blow"; 
Sumatra and Java, isles of Southern 
seas. Singapore. Manila. Hongkong, 
teeming Oriental cities of industry and 
commerce; fascinating China, with its 
celestial Peking: glorious Japan and its 
Incomparable Tujlyama. snow-capped 
and alone; Honolulu. Waikiki Beach 
and Halemaumau. "The House of Ever¬ 
lasting Fire": Ssu Franciscos Oolden 
Oste. the Panama Canal and New 
York’s skyline. 1 love all these and 
prefer none. 

LIFE ABOARD Mill* 

Before I take you around the world, 
let me toll you something of our ehlp. 
one of the great Empress boats of the 
Canadian Pacific. Life aboard at aea 
la one of luxuriant ease, conceived to 
assure comfort, rest and pleasure. Let 
ms transport you to the vast wastes 
of tbs Indian Ocean. We are near the 
Equator, the sea la blue, the motion 
gentle, the eunshlne brilliant, tbe broad 
decks grouped with passengers, talk¬ 
ing. reading or playing games, sug¬ 
gestive of a great Summer hotel—but 
outside of the ehlp no Ilfs is visible 
mvs the occasional flash of flying flab. 
You would wish a voyage, under thsss 
conditions, to continue forever, and 
we have sailed for days like that. Up 
early, a brisk walk around deck, break¬ 
fast. then read or play deck games 
until luncheon. In the afternoon, tea 
dances, music ales and club meetings. 
After dinner, in the evening, lectures, 
concerts, moving pictures, dancing. * 
vaudeville — all designed to give 
pleasure and enlightenment. These 
days in the vast solitudes of the In¬ 
dian Ocean are days to long remem¬ 
ber Now let us retrace ourselves to 
New York. At Pter 61 In the North 
River our great ship, the Empress of 
Australis, Is ready and waiting. Going 
aboard, we watch our friends on tbe 
pier fading from our vision, our great 
ahlp steams down the Hudson, leaving 
New York at a time when the in¬ 
clement weather drives thoee who can 
afford It to escape to more even climes. 
On the seventh afternoon Madeira, a 
/airy Isle of eternal Springtime just 
off - the northwest coast of Africa, 
loomed before us. We skirted the lofty, 
basaltic promontories to the westward, 
and soon we anchored In the harbor of 
Funchal, capital and only seaport. Row¬ 
ling. shoutings diving and swimming in 
the waters below were almost naked 
Portuguese boys, begging for silver 
coins. Three are the first of an un¬ 
ending scries of Oriental peoples that 
beg for a livelihood. In mumbling 
monotone, the word "baksheesh" will 
be very familiar for the nest five 
months. 

BEA1 TIFI L FUNCHAL 

Going ashore at Punch kl, where 
flowers, especially bougainvillea, flourish 
lb riotous lovel loses and where customs 
of bygone days prevail We rode In 
sledges, the taxicab of Madeira, drawn 
by lumbering bullocks through the 
steep, narrow, winding streets. We 
ascended the peek beck of Puncbel 
end tobogganed four miles down its 
slopes in a wicker sled, guided about 
the thrilling curves by Portuguese 
peaeanu with ropes attached to each 
runner which glided over the cobble- 
etefne roadway. At night we linger at 
the Cealno amid Its gorgeously-lit gar- 
dsns. dancing and tempting our luck 
at the table where tbe little ball spins 
around and around, always dropping In 
the number just close. It was at Fun¬ 
chal that Christopher Columbus wooed 
and won his wife, and in ths square 
s tablet marks ths sits of bis home. 
Naturally, one always sips ths Madeira 
wine, which, by the way, la very po¬ 
tent. 

ROCK OF GIBRALTAR 

Sailing on. at sunrlae we arrive when 
Gibraltar stands on guard like a rock 
mounted policeman on an ocean trail.

whose castle still remains. It was 
known to the ancients as one of the 
Pillars of Hercules. We strolled through 
the galleries, hewn out of yolld rock, 
comprising a small part of the fortifica¬ 
tions with which the British have made 
tbe rock well night impregnable. The 
rock Itself Is three miles long'and from 
one-half to three-quarters of a mile 
In breadth. 1U height reaching to 1.400 
feet. It waa captured from Spain In 
1704. Some of us motored over to 
Algeclras, in Spain, with its bull rings, 
whence the vast rock resembled a hu¬ 
man corpse laid out in a shroud; hence 
Its Bpsnlsh name. El Cuerpo. 

Moving onward, we arrive at Algiers, 
a city that aeema. at first sight, almost 
as if carved out of an Ivory hill. On 
landing, the visitor discovers that there 
are really two cities—a very modern 
one.' with large buildings and broad, 
tree-shaded boulevards; the other dis¬ 
tinctly Oriental. The streets are nar¬ 
row, crooked and dirty beyond belief. 
The houses are strong, prison-ilka, with 
iron-grated allts for Windows. Until

MONTE CARLO r 

Across the Mediterranean, the ship 
onw turns to Monaco, the high-stepping 
principality oh the southeastern coast 
of France, at which all the Puritan 
world shakes its finger. They say thst 
within lu tiny area, more fortunes have 
been lost and won than lives, have 
been squandered on tbe battlefields of 
Europs. The tables at Monte Carlo 
are forbidden to the 20.000 local in¬ 
habitants; wbo. however, have the con¬ 
solation of being exempt from taxes. 
We also motored along tbe upper Cor- 
nlche road, built by Napoleon In IBOfl 
as a military highway. We l unch ed at 
the famous Hotel Negrtaco In Nice, 
driving back along tba lower Cornlche 
jroad. following the ahoreltne. for a 
moat memorable evening over the gam¬ 
ing table# st ths Casino. Than, at 
dawn, our yfelp gilded silently out of 
the harbor, passing during the day 


the islands of Corsica, Elba and Monte 
Criste. Finally, at dawn tha follow¬ 
ing morning, we enter the Bay of 
Naples, a picture of wonderful beauty. 
Looming ahead was the twln-coned 
Vesuvius, with It* spiraling, column of 
steam, a vista of surpassing loveliness 
Naples Is tha moat Important seaport 
and tbe largest city In Italy. The won¬ 
derful street life of Naples Is In Itself 
the most Interesting of sights. The 
city has some 800 churches, many of 
which are hundred* of years old and 
contain beautiful frescoes and pictures. 
Prom Naples wo visited Sorrento, Bol- 
f stare. Amalfi. Rome. Pompeii and 
Caaerta. 

POMPEII 

Pompeii, tbe ancient Roman city at 
the beee of Vesuvius, was burled by 
an eruption of the mighty volcano in 
79 A D. Though It has yielded many 

of the best relics of the Roman Em¬ 
pire. it Is leae than two-third* excavated 
to-day. having been discovered only as 


recently as 174S by a peaasnt digging 
a well. Many of us took the famous 
Amalfi dAve along tbe Borrentlne 
Peninsula, on the southern shore of the 
Bay of Naples, one of the most 
spectacular in all the world, following 
the rugged coastline, most of the way 
;f00 feet or more above the sea. and 
dotted here and there with pretty little 
villages perched perilously on the cliffs. 
As for Rome, that person must be 
strangely constituted who does not feel' 
a thrill on first approaching the Eternal 
City. So much of the history of ths 
clvlliasd world is linked up with the 
fortunes of those who ruled the Roman 
Emptre or swayed tuS^dssttnles of tbe 
Church of Rome The group# of pillars 
and arches and temple walla, from the 
Forum to tbe Coliseum carry'the mind 
back to the Rome of the Caesars. The 
Coliseum and the Catacombs recall the 
persecution and martyrdom of the early 
Christiana, and the Arch of Constantine 
their ultimate triumph. The Arch of 
Titus celebrates In vivid sculpture ths 
capture of Jerusalem; the glory of the 


Roman Catholic Church In the spacious 
buildings of St. Peter’s and the Vatican. 
Modern Rome la undoubtedly visited 
by more tourists than any other city in 
the world. All roads lead to Rome now. 
ee they did in the pest. 

THE HOLY LAND 

We sailed from Naples early in the 
morning, eo ell could pave a Mew of 
the Italian coast, passing through the 
beautiful Straits of Massine, also pass¬ 
ing. early in the evening. Strom boll 
Volcano. Steaming on through tha 
beautiful waters of the Mediterranean, 
we finally anchor In the open road¬ 
stead at Haifa, on the Bey of Aere, be¬ 
low Mount Carmel, and here we land 
for our viatt to the Holy Land. Many 
placet In Naxareth are Identified with 
the boyhood of Jesus—Mbry’e Well, the 
fountain of still, sweet water to which 
the womeu bring their Jars; the grotto 
of tbe Carpenter's Shop, found under 
an old church built by the Crusaders. 
On the slope near Tiberias, Christ 


preached His Sermon on the Mount. 
All these are still pointed out beside 
the Sea of Galilee (which la M2 feet 
below sea Avel). At dawu we were on 
our way across the Plain of Esdraelon 
to Jerusalem* itbo Holy City). Jerusa¬ 
lem has been destroyed and rebuilt so 
often (sixteen times, at least) thst 
some of the original streeta In David’s 
Royal City are now eighty feel under¬ 
ground. Traces of the wall built by 
HeTod may still be found at the Wall¬ 
ing Place of the Jews. Tbe Church of 
thg Holy Sepulchre is built on tbe 
traditional Rock of Calvary, and in 
tbe centre of the chureii la the tra¬ 
ditional tomb of Christ. The Mosque 
of Omar, or Dome of the Rock, covers 
the rock on the summit of Mount 
Moriah, on which Abraham offered the 
sacrifice of Isaac. He>e was the original 
Tempi* of Solomon, and here, accord¬ 
ing to the Mohammedans, the Angel 
Gabriel will blow the laet trumpeu Be¬ 
low it the Garden or Oethsemane. now 
much frequented by pilgrims. David's 


Tower Is one of the buildings that M 
supposed to have been standing In the 
days of Christ. Vary impressive Is the 
view from the Mdhnt of Olives, with 
Its panorama of Jerusalem. Judaea and 
the Dead Sea The read from Jaffa 
Oate follows the route taken by tbe 
Wise Men from the East to Bethlehem, 
only a few miles from Jerusalem; here 
the Church of Nativity Is built on the 
site of a grotto which tradition 1 denti¬ 
nes with the birthplace of Jesus. This 
was built by the Emperor Constantine 
in 330 AD and la thus the oldest 
Christian edifice in the world Jfc la 
haid jointly by tha three sects 6f ths 
Latin. Greek and Armenian Churches. 
The Shrine of Nativity Is Hi up with 
lamps whleh are naver allowed to go 
out We then make a daylight journey 
across ths Isthmus of Suss, from 
Jerusalsm to Cairo (according to the 
Arab phrase, "The Mother of the 
World"). Cairo Is ths largest city In 
Africa, with nearly a million Inhabi¬ 
tants. a moving mass of color. The 
basaar*. the palaces and gardens and 
brightly-colored mosques, with their 
numerous minarets and d om es, make 
the days spent In Cairo never to be 
forgotten. 

THE PYRAMIDS 

On the fringe of the Sahara, seven 
and a half mils* to ths southwest, 
the Pyramids of Glseh. built 8.700 years 
before Christ but, with all our civilian* 
tion. Impossible-to duplicate to-day. 
and the Sphinx, this marvelous place 
at sculpture carved from a ridge of 
rock, guard* the Cemetery of Memphis, 
once the metropolis gf Egypt. Also up 
ths Nile to the Temple of Luxor. Kar- 
nak and Thebes, and the Valley of 
the Kings. To even attempt to describe 
all these glories of a great past would 
take pages and pages of type. Hurry¬ 
ing on. our train from Cairo to Sue* 
passes through the land of Goshen. 
From the car windows one looks over 
the wide plains through which, nearly 
2.000 years ago. Joseph and Mary fled 
from Palestine with the infant Jesus. 

FASCINATING INDIA 

After leaving Suez our route lies 
through the Red 8ea. past tlie Im¬ 
portant British outpost of Aden and 
across tba Indian Ocean to Bombay, 
which Is tbe largest seaport In India, 
with a population of about 1,000.000, 
made up of peoples of a hundred races. 
It has some very splendid buildings, 
and from Malabar Hill a magnificent 
view of the city and harbor 1* ob¬ 
tained. Not far from Malabar HU1 are 
the Hanging Gardens and tba Towers 
Of Silence, where the Parsers dispose 
Of their dead. From Bombay to Delhi, 
now the official capital of British India. 
Here Is the fort and palace of Shah 
Jahan. superbly decorated with inlaid 
work and carvings, notable for thg 
Painted Palace of the Chief Sultana^ 
the Royal Baths and tbe Audience Hall, 
with Its inscription (tt there is s 
heaven on earth, it Is here. It is here, 
here alone); also the great .Friday 
Mosque, claimed to be the f&est In 
India The battered walls of ths 

Kashmir Gate recall the historic days 
or the Indian Mutiny. Agre. another 
walled city, was the capital of ths 
Mogna ruler* Jtefore It yielded place 
-of -honor to Delhi in 16H. Deeply in¬ 
teresting are the forte, with Shah 
Jahan’* palace, and the Pearl Mosque, 
and other palace. But ths outstand¬ 
ing impression of India to anyone who 
has seen It la the Taj Mahal. One 
cannot be disappointed This tomb, 
the costliest qo, earth, the wonder of 
the- world, was built by a great em¬ 
peror. Shah Jahan. to honor ths 
memory of a perfect wife. Over the 
archway framing the entrance, beauti¬ 
fully inlaid, is the Arabic inscription; 
"Only the Pure of Heart can enter the 
Oarden of Gotf." That, to me. typi¬ 
fies a sentiment you hardly expect.. It 
took over 20.000 workman seventeen 
year* to complete this tomb of un- 
jeauty Benares, the Holy City 
Hindus and the head of 
Brebmlnlam. has over 1.500 temples and 
mosques and Is visited yearly by over 
a million pilgrims. According to the 
Brahmans. Bens re* was the beginning 
place of areayon. around which the 
god Vishnu built _the globe. To die 
there on the north or sacred side of 
the Ganges is to exempt oneself from 
rebirth, the supreme object of the 
religion. But to die on the other 
side of the stream means returning to 
tha earth ks an ass. a cow or a monkey. 
At the burning Obata the dead are 
^ f+Tf 

Benares Is one of the moat amazing 
cities In India From Benares we 
Journeyed across the remaining breadth 
of India to Calcutta It Is hamsd tor 
Kail, a patron goddess, st whose temple ~ 
in thst city forty goats are slaughtered 
dally, being one of the few temples In 
India where the Blood Sacrifice Is still 
made. Calcutta la on the Hooghly. 
about 100 miles inland from the Bay 
of Bengal, and you will see the fa¬ 
mous spot known as tha Black Hole of 
Calcutta, now covered with a very fine, 
modern poet office building. From 
Calcutta a most thrilling railroad trip 
is made to Darjeeling, the famous Sum¬ 
mer resort In the Himalayas. The train 
climbs up 7.000 feet in fifty miles, 
with glorious vlsws all ths way. You 
watch, from ths top of Tiger HU1. al¬ 
most on the border of Tibet, the gor¬ 
geous Indian dawn break over the 
Ktncblnjunga Range, with Mount 
Everest ,<29.141 feet), the world’s 
highest peak, towering among the sur¬ 
rounding sea of peaks. We then re¬ 
turned to Calcutta and continued our 
4.386-mlle Journey down the east coast 
of India, to Madras and Madura. In 
the latter, a purely native city, wa 
visited the Temple of the Thousand 
Pillar*. ' a most * marvelous illustra¬ 
tion of the beauties of a past civilisa¬ 
tion. From the southern end of India 
we now ferry across to Ceylon and down 
the coast through beautiful tropical 
forests to Colombo. 

ON TO CEYLON 

Ceylon Is believed to have been tha 
original Garden of Eden. It is one 
of ths great tea producing countries 
and. owing to the wealth of its jfcart 
fisheries. 11 known as tba Ft ait Garden 
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Reveals Captivating 


gat a most gorgeous view, and, at 

course, you must bathe at Waikiki and 
attempt a ride on the surf board. Coast¬ 
ing along the cliff-bound ahorse, we 
•team from Honolulu to HUo. where wt 
drive thirty-one miles to fcllaUM. OB 
the slopes of Mauna Loa. where wa 
peered Into Halemaumeu. the house 
of everlasting fire. Balling eastward, 
as arrived at Ban Francisco, with It* 
immense, landlocked harbor, entered 
through the romantic portals of the 
Clolden Oats Here you are «prhe of ths 
( harms of California. Than on to 
Panama. Balboa la the Pacific terminal 
of the canal. There is no more his¬ 
torical or romantic spot on earth than 
the isthmus which divides ths two 
oceans, as the ruins of old Pa n ama, 
sacked for Morgan, bear witness of 
desperate struggles. The first ocean 
steamer passed through ' the Panama 
Canal on August 3. 1914. and on August 
IS, 1914, the canal was opened to com¬ 
merce. At a cost to the United States 
Government of over *3M,000.000. ths 
length of the canal from deep water 
to deep water Is about fifty miles. Ths 
ship proceeds to Mlraflores and enter* 
ths lock for ths elevation to Mlraflores 
Lake, fifty-four fsst above sea level. 
Then to Pedro Miguel. After leaving 
Pedro Miguel ths ship continues 
through ths famous Cultbra and Ooid 
HU1 Cut (now called Olllard Cut), 
paseea Gamboa to Oatun Lake, enure 
Oatun Locks, three In number, for thd 
descent to the bay. finally docking at 
Colon. Rather a delusion exists m 
s great many minds as to ths direction 
of the canal The canal was built from 
northwest to southeast, almost st right- 
angles to ths strip of lend, and the Pa-, 
clfic end of it Is about twsnty-ssvsn 
miles east of the Atlantic end. 

Then Cuba and Havana, rich la 
history, eternal monument to tha one¬ 
time greatness or Spain and tbs daring 
of her navigators. It is a city ot 
Spanish architecture, customs and 
language, a city of sunahins and all 
tbit tend* to a carefree existence. Rack, 
back gose ,thc mind to the discovery of 
the island of Cuba by Columbus in 
1493. At ths entrance to the harbor 
stands the famous Mono Castle, which 
played such an important part in ths 
Spanish-American War. And then ths 
last stretch of this great world’s cruise 
—Mew York—after months of unforget¬ 
table days. I have tried to tell you 
things that may interest you. whether 
you ever go circumnavigating or not; 
but. of course. I have left volumes un¬ 
said. Bo now. “Aloha." 


of the World. There are many inter¬ 
esting remains of Portuguese and 
Dutah occupation. There are Buddhist 
shrines dating back many centuries, 
chief of which Is in Kandy, ths ancient 
capital, and this shrine contains 
Buddha's Tooth. The road Into ths 
lntertor climbs through a succession 
of great gorges and overlooks the great 
tea plantations. On our way to 
Sumatra ws cross the Equator, and 
Father Neptune and his suite came 
aboard and inducted a great many into 
the “Order of Neptune." Acoording to 
custom, you are lathered, shaved with 
a huge raxor and turned upside down, 
clothing and all. into ths. outdoor 
swimming pool. Halting a day at 
Sumatra, a tropical island, we received 
a great reception from tha Mcnangr 
kabus, the original Malaya. 1U quaint, 
step-roofed houses of carved wood and 
ths native costumes are a delight. 
Unique are ths native dances, alluring 
Indeed ere the curioe, the batik and 
the masterpieces of native craft. Six 
degrees south of the Equator it Java, 
tbs greenest, ths most beautiful, culti¬ 
vated spot in tbs Far East. It Is ths 
home of some 38,000.000 people, yet, 
owing to tbs fertility of tbs soil, there 
Is no owpopulatlon. excess of labor 
or widespread poverty. The botanical 
gardens of Buitenjorg are the largest 
In the world, containing over 5.000 
known species of plants, including 582 
varieties of orehide. Among the crafts 
for which the Javaneae are noted, that 
of the decorated cloth known ae batik 
appeals particularly. 


Two more days and we arrive at 
Singapore, thsr Gibraltar of the East, 
owing to its position between India.

«Bir Richard Paget described. In a 
lecture at tha Royal Institution of 
Great Britain, how insect* and ani¬ 
mals convey their emotion* to each 
other, and how human speech first 
came Into being. He said that the 
emotional state la very commonly ex¬ 
pressed by sound. a*, for example. In 
the songs of tha cricket* and birds, 
and tha howl*, purring* and growl*, 
the bark* and whinnies with which we 
are all familiar la the animal world. 

Sir Richard, dealing with the origin 
of human speech, aald: "Primitive 
man's rudimentary Ideas and Inten¬ 
tions were expressed by simple panto¬ 
mime. mostly by hla hands, but with 
tbe co-operation of hla body. Btft all 
this time man was also developing hla 
arts and craft*. Hla hand* became 
more and more occupied, and he found 
H increasingly dlffltmt tp ’talk with

“The puzzling problem could not 
but grip the sympathy and the Imag¬ 
ination of the interested and observant 
citizen who has chanced to come In 
contact with the fact*.

"Two cars were provided free for 
test purpoe^ by the Canadian Pacific 
and Canadian National Railways.

Each piles back 
and forward on Ita 160 -mile beat, halt¬
